THE HOUSE. 
AN ATTEMPT AT DELAY. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 15.—[Special.]—The 
apponents of the High- License bill attempted to 
throw it over and to take up the bill pending at 
adjournment yesterday, but the House decided, 
by a vote of yeas 70, nays 55, to proceed with the 
order ot the day, the License bill, which had 
been postponed from Friday. 

THE GREGG AMENDMENT. 

The pending amendment was Mr. Grega’s, 
extending the provisions of the bill to unincor- 
porated towns. It was read, as foliows: 

“Sec. 2. The County Boards of each county 
may grant licenses to keep as many dramshops 
in their county as they may think the public 
good requires upon the application by petition 
of a majority of the legal voters of the town, if 
the county is under towuship organization, and 
if not under townsbip organization then of a 
majority of the legal voters of the election pre- 
cinet or district where the same is proposed 
to be located, and upon payment into 
the County Treasury of such sum as 
the board may require, not less than 6500 per 
anuum for each license, and upon compliance 
with the provisions of an act entitled An act 
to provide for the licensing of and against the 
evils resulting from the sale of intoxicating 
liquors,’ approved March 380, 1874, in force July 
1. 1874: Provided, That in ail cases where a li- 
cense is granted for the sale of malt liquors 
only such board may grant the same 
upon payment into the County Treasury of 
@ sum not less than $1530 per annum 
for each license : Provided, Further. 
Such board shall not have power to issue any 
license to keepa dramsbop in any incorporated 
city, town, or village, or within two miles of the 
same, in which the corporate authorities have 
authority to license, regulate, restrain, or pro- 
hibit the sale of liquors, or in any piace where 
the sale of liquor is probibited bv law.” 

A PROHIBITIONIST VIEW. 

Mr. Crocker, who was elected as a Prohibi- 
tionist, advocated the bill from that standpoint. 
arguing that the liquor traffic was demoralizing 
to the young men of the country. He knew 
there wasa difference of opinion among Prohi- 
bitionists as to the effect of this bill on probibi- 
tion—some belicving that it would be beneficial, 
and others contending that it would retard pro- 
hibition in the State for years.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 15.—[Special.]—Sena- 
tor Gillham’s bill, amending the Pleuro-Pneu- 
monia act of 1881 by a provision intended to 
suppress and prevent the spread of glanders.

Complete Details of the Great Confla- 
gration at Qu’Appelle. 
Sr. Pau, Miun., May 15.—[Special.]—A tele- 
gram from Qu’Appelle announces the burning 
of the business part of the town, a station on 
the Canada Pacific Railway, and the immigrant 
buildings just completed. The fire begau at 5 
o'clock last evening in the station-house and 
immediately seized the immigrant-sheds, forty 
feet distant, and thence ran into town. At first 
it was believed that the fire had been started 
by a numberof Indians who bad camped and 
built fires at the west end of the station. It was 
afterwards ascertained, however, that a careiess 
smoker dad thrown a lighed match under- 
neath the station platform, where there 
was a qu&ntity of shavings and other combusti- 
bie materials. The freight-shed went almost 
simultaneously with the station building, and 
before the fire had burned itseif out three gen- 
eral stores, two bardware stores, Harris & Co.'s 
employment agency, a number of wooden 
structures, and the McManus Hotel were con- 
sumed. The loss is estimated at $100,000; insur- 
ance nominal. Mr. Warner, the station-agent, 
saved the books and papers of both station and 
freight sheds. A few trunks were carried out 
of the immigrant sheds, but large antities 
of other goods were burned. In 
the freight-sheds everything was lost. It 
was piled to the coil lug with implements, pork, 
flour, groceries, and settlers’ effects, generally 


belonging to settlers bound for Touchwood, 
Hill's country, and the region lying between 
there and Prince Albert, the trains having been 
almost impassable, and an unusuaily iarge 
quantity of goods accumulated in the station- 
bouse.

structed. With all due deference to the profound 
Lardner, however, ocean-steamers have been 
crossing the Atlantic for more than thirty 
years; and the vast expanse of the mighty Pa- 
cific bas bad its placid surface piowed by the 
keels of these fire-impelled floating islands for 
three times the distance between America and 
Europe. And, as if to sbow the foliy of pessi- 
mist philosophy, a new line of ocean steamers is 
about to be built which will allow the @rerage 

assenger to attend services at Trinity Courch 
u New York one Sunday and the next Sunday 
to pay his devotions in Westminster Abbey. 

If the celebrated Lardner could return today, 
and not only witness the progress in steam nav- 
igation but enter a business office in Chicago 
in the morning and note a_ telegram 
sent to Liverpool making an offer for 
the purchase of a cargo of steel rails, 
and before the close of the day’s business learn 
that the offer bad been — gn the cargo 
shipped, the cargoto arrive sold to a railroad 
company, and the money paid to the consignees 
—all within the business hours of a single day— 
would be not besitate lounge before again trying 
to demonstrate the impossible? 

These reflections have been called to mind by 
the repeated editorials in THe TRIBUNE urging 
the impracticabilitv of the Panama Canal—onot 
only a scheme decided to be practicable by the 
largest and best qualified body of civil engi- 
neers ever consulted upon a single, project. but a 
work recognized to be of great importance and 
utility ever since the discovery of Isthmus 
of Darien. The progress in the invention and 
construction vf machinery, by which a seore of 
men can do the work of thousands, makes it 
possible to perform with ease and celerity tasks 
which would have consumed the time and lives 
of generations of men before the herculean 
power of steam was kaown and applied to me- 
chanical! inventions. 

[We don't see the relevancy of this long story 
about Lardner’s notions of ocean steam navi- 
gation, or what it nas got to do with the removal 
or five or six hundred millions of cubie yards 
of excavation on the Panama Isthmus. The 
American engineers who have investigated the 
subject aré as able and competent to judge as 
the French; and they have said that the cost of 
the Panama Canal would be so great as to ren- 
der the idea of dividends out of the question. 
Tne American Government had the Panama 
route for a canal carefully examined by engi- 
neers of the highest skill; and their unanimous 
conclusion was that enough money and labor could 
make the vast cut and keep the Chagres River 
freshets from destroying it; but, as a pecuniary 
investment, the expense would be so prodigious 
as to render profit out of the question. The 
most sanguine of the American engineers did 
not dare to estimate the total cost of the work 
at less than 25),millions of dollars—or twice the 
sum for which De Lesseps claims it can be con- 
structed. THe TRIBUNE'S criticism is to the 
point that De Lesseps is practicing a fraud on 
the French investors in underrating the cost 
more than one-half, and, of course, overrating 
the expected dividends in like proportioh. The 
American engineers found,after careful surveys, 
that a ship-cana} for the largest steamers coulda 
be constructed on the Nicaragua route for less 
than one-third of the cost of the proposed Pana- 
ma Canal, The highest elevation on the 
Nicaragua route above the ocean is 
only 108 feet; whereas on the Panama 
a portion of the distance will bave to be a cut of 
nearly 400 feet deep and nearly a quarter of a 
mile wide. The deepest cutting of the Nicar- 
agua route is only between fifty and sixty feet, 
and that for a short distance. Nearly all the 
way it would be a surface canal, following the 
Nicaragua River, by means of locks and dams, 
into the Nicaragua Lake. It would not require 
One-tenth of the excavation of the Panama 
Canal; and would cost, all told, not much more 
than it will to keep the Chagres River out of the 
Panama Canal, aloue.—Eb.] 

With excavators that can remove tons of earth 
at a single movement, dredges with such im- 
mense power that they will cut througn coral 
beds like a knife cutting cheese, and with rail- 
rouds to carry off the waste material, the Darien 


Canal is more feasible today than was the Mt. 
Cenis Tunnel at the time of its incep- 
tion, or even than were the Union and 
Central Pacitic Rutiroads when first ro- 
posed. Even the climatic intluences which 
were so fatal toa great numberof European la- 
borers engaged in the construction of the Pana- 
ma Railroad are ina great measure overcome 
by the use of machine instead of manual labor, 
and the employment of acclimated taborers 
where manual labor cannot be dispensed with. 
The interchangeable tidal currents through 
the cunal may be made to facilitate rather than 
to retard navigation; and, if no more couven- 
leut place can be found four the disposition of the 
waste excavation, the run from the middle to 
either ocean is not insuperable. We know 
that some of the railroads in Illinois 
haul their material for ballast more than 
100 miles, or probably 50 per cent greater dis- 
tance than the total length of the isthmus 
Canal.

Pennsyivania’s Bitter Disapboiatment 
—Pattisen Already Piayed Out—He isa 
Dead Failure—Independent Republie- 
ans Disgusted. 

[New York Herald.)}—PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 
12.—When the tidal-wave of 1882 landed Cleve- 
land, Butler, and Pattison (Democrats) in the 
gubernatorial chairs of New York, Massa- 
chusetts, and Pennsylvania pectively, the 
wise men of both great National parties care- 
fully scrutinized and pondered them in view of 
a possible selection for the comirg Presidential 
struggie. Each Governor had his friends, 
and among them all those who be- 
lieved in Gov.

The Ohicago Evening Journal, which 
seeks to Commend protection to the honest 
people of this country by quoting Jay Gould 
asa high-tariff man, and tries to convince 
inquiring minds that it is candid and trust- 
worthy by charging that all those who op- 
pose its views are bribed with British gold, 
has diseovered, what we had supposed to be 
impossible, a still more startling argument 
for its side.

5 OUR CRUISER. 
A dispateh from Washington a few days 
since announced that the Navy Department 
had advertised for proposals for building 
four vessels—one first-class steel cruiser, to 
be named the Chicago; two of the second 
class, to be named the Boston and Atlanta; 
and a dispatch boat, remaining for the pres- 
ent in the No-Name Series. The Army and 
Navy Journal gives some details of the pro- 
posed construction of these vessels which 
will be found of interest, more particularly 
as they apply to the cruiser which is destined 
to the honor of bearing the name of our city. 

It is a matter for hearty congratulation 
that the Chicago will be a first-class vessel, for 
any cruiser that was not first-class and named 
Chicago would bea misnome® She is to be 
315 feet in length, 48 feet beam, drawing 19 
feet of water, with a displacement of 4,500 
tons. Her machinery and boilers will be be- 
low the water-line. They will be protected 
at the sides by coal, and above them will be 
a steel deck an inch and a half thick. 
Neither engines nor boilers are of the ap- 
proved navy pattern, which perhaps will 
make them of some service, contrary to the 
experience of the usual approved navy pat- 
terns. The engine will be of the vertical 
cylinder overhead beam style, and the boil- 
ers will have brick furnaces under them. 
She is to have guns of higher power than the 
English first-class cruisers, and, having twin 
screws, it is calculated she will have greater 
maneuvering power also. It is intended 
that her speed in smooth water shall be six- 
teen knots, and her average speed at sea four- 
teen knots, which would enable her to make 
the trip to Liverpool in about the average 
time consumed by ocean steamers. The 
other two cruisers, the Boston and Atlanta, 
are smaller. They are to be 270 feet long, 
42 feet beam, 17 feet draft, and 3,000 tons 
displacement. They bear about the same re- 
lation in speed, force, and power to the Chi- 
cago that the two cities for which they are 
named do to the third, which modesty for- 
bids us to specify by name. They will be 
quick and useful, but in time of trouble, 
when aswift fighter is wanted, the Chicago 
will be called upon, a 

The qualities which it is claimed the Chi- 
cago will possess are just such as should 
characterize a cruiser bearing the name of 
this city, else the christening would be ab- 
surd. Chicago people will want her to be 
the fastest vessel in the navy, as well as the 
most powerful, besides being the handsomest, 
or they will never be satisfied to have her 
wear the name Chicago at her stern or fly it 
at the fore. ‘They will expect that the Naval 
Department, contractors, and builders will 
rev their ordinary policy when they 
come to construct her. We want her not 
only to be better than the other vessels in 
the navy, but to be better than the vessels of 
other navies, for to be better than any other 
vessel in our own navy would simply imply 


| that she was better than a tub, that she could 


go to sea, that she could leave her dock, that 
she could float. Chicago people will want 
their vessel to have guns that can be worked 
and not so heavy as to sink the vessel; they 
will want her to be stanch enough to leave 
her dock occasionally; they will want her 
officers to feel it is not necessary for them 
every time they start on a cruise to make 
their wills and leave their last parting in- 
structions to their wives and children: they 
de not want a vessel to rot at a wharf nor to 
crawl off, like the Ashuelot, to some remote 
quarter of the globe and sink out of very 
shame. If she is going to be a vessel of that 
sort, if she is to be a slow old craft, name 
her the St. Louis at once and have done with 
it. But if, on the other hand, she proves to 
be a fast sailer and a good fighter she will 
be well named + Chicago.“ 
THE SUBSIDY SWINDLE, 

The few American shipbuilders who have 
been left by the combined deyastations of 
the tariff, the War. and the sudden change 
from wooden to iron ships have been such 
persistent beggars for subsidies from Con- 
gress that the belief is almost universal 
among the people that shipbuilding is un- 
profitable in this country. This is the opih- 
ion even among capitalists, who are usually 
so keen in their search for the facts about 
the inside profits of enterprises into which 
they may put their money. They ste that 
every time there is any talk of establishing a 
new Hine of steamers the projectors of the 
scheme rush off to Congress for help, and 
their inevitable conclusion is that the busi- 
ness must be a very poor one, 

In a recent talk with a New York Herald 
reporter Capt. Gorringe, who has recently 
left the navy to go into the business of ship- 
_buildmg, gives the reat facts of the cost ot 
American shipbuilding, which have been 
suppressed by the protectionist subsidy hunt- 
ers like John Roach. His revelations will 
be read with intense interest by the suffering 
taxpayers who have for many years, to pro- 
tect John Roach, submitted to a system 
whieh prevented American capital from 
buying ships or building them. 

It is all a mistake, Capt. Gorringe says, to 
suppose that American ships cannot be op-

very great superiority of our fron. Amer- 
leans will not buy or make ship-iron of so 
low a quality as that used by the English. 
Capt. Gorringe is a strong advoeate of free 
ships—-that is, of such a change in our laws 
that an Ameriean can go into any market in 
the world and buy his ship where he éan get 
itcheapest. The moment this freedom of 
the market, which is now denied to our peo- 
ple, is given them they will find that the Amer- 


ican ship ls the cheapest and the best, He 


believes that with a free-ship law American 
shipbuilding would very rapidly become one 
of our most flourishing and profitable Indus- 
tries, and that we should build for other na- 
tions more largely than England is doing 
today. 

One of the most interesting statements in 
this interview is that American labor in ship- 
yards is actually cheaper than English labor. 
Ship work is done in the best yards by piece 
work. Good workmen are now contracting 
to do plece-work in Capt. Gorifhge’s yards 
at lower prices than it could be done for in 
Great Britain. These workmen are in many 
cases the best workmen from English yards. 
The reason why they work more cheaply 
here is, they say, that our tools are better and 
our machinery for handling the heavy ma- 
terlals isso much more convenient than on 
the other side, The tendency of American 
workmen is to devise means to save the 
heavy lifting, and the tendency of our capital 
is to encourage this, In Europe the reverse 
is true. Another illustration of the fact that 
the advantage of prices is in favor of this 
country, and not against it, is seen In the 
fact that when bids were obtained from En- 
glish makers for the boilers and engines of 
three of the vessels now being built in Phila- 
delphia it was found they could be made 
more cheaply in the American shops than in 
the English, entirely independent of the 
duty. It would not have paid to import 
them if they had been duty free. 

It is as refreshing as a sea breeze in August 
to hear an honest man talk about the ** bot- 
tom facts of American shipbuilding about 
which the protectionists have so deliberately 
deceived the public. Not less pleasant is it 
to see a manufacturer who is willing to rely 
for success on the merits of his enterprise 
andthe value of the article he turns out. 
There are more of the clements of real busi- 
ness shrewdness and success in the policy 
that sets out to defy competition by superior- 
ity of work, by cheapening production with 
the best machinery, instead of with cheap 
men, and by appealing to the largest possible 
market than in that which begs Congress to 
“protect” it by keeping away competition, 
and which relies on taxing its fellow-citizens 
instead of taxing its own energy and invent- 
ive powers, and which seeks to establish a 
monopoly in a little market in preference to 
aiming at supremacy in the world’s markets.

EXTRADITION AND POLITICAL OFFENSES. 

A Washington correspondent has collected 
some information about the circumstances 
attending the negotiation of the Ashburton 
Treaty with England, which fixes the terms 
of extradition between that Government and 
the United States, Among other significant 
things he has found the tollowing passage in 
the message of President Tyler transmitting 
the treaty to the Senate, which was written 
by Mr, Webster, then Secretary of State: 


The article on the subject in the proposed 
treaty is carefully confin to such offenses as 
all mankind agree to regard as beinous and de- 
structive of the security of life and property. 
ln this careful and specific enumeration of 
crimes the object has been to exclude ail polit- 
ical offenses, or criminal charges arising from 
wars or intestine commotions. Treason, mis- 
prision of treason, libeia, desertion from mili- 
tary service. and other offenses of similar char- 
acter are excluded. 


From this explanatory message the same 
correspondent draws the conclusion that a 
demand for the extradition of Sheridan and 
Walsh for complicity in the assasination of 
Cavendish and Burke would need to be 
recognized as valid under the terms of the 
treaty. Any such conclusion is unreason- 
able in the face of the language quoted. The 
President’s message pointed out that not 
only was it the purpose of the treaty to ex- 
clude all political offenses,” but also “crim- 
inal charges arising from wars or intestine 
commotions.“ The latter phrase covers the 
present case as tompletely as if it had been 
prepared especially with a view to a possible 
demand for the extradition of Sheridan and 
Walsh, The charge against them is certainly 
*a criminal charge,“ and the condition of 
Ireland at the time Burke and Cavendish 
were assasinated was certainly oneof intes- 
tine commotion.”’ Aside from the numerous 
popular outbreaks and conflicts between the 
people and the authorities, the British 
Government had distinctly recognized “ in- 
testine commotion” by the passage and en- 
forcement of the Coercion act ” and the im- 
prisonment of men arrested and detained as 
“suspects.” Martial law was practically in 
force since the habeas-corpus act was sus- 
pended, and an actual state of war could not 
have determined the conditions of the time 
and locality mofe unequivocally. The sur- 
render of John H. Surratt by the Papal Gov- 
ernment to be tried on the charge of com- 
plicity in the assasination of President Lin- 
coln furnishes no parallel for the present 
case. No extradition treaty existed between 
the United States and the Papal Govern- 
ment, and the latter arrested and tendered 
Surratt to the United States of its own mo- 
tion. The relations between the United 
Great Britain, on the 
contrary, are determined explicitly by 
treaty, and the obligations of the United 
States are limited thereby, and the ques- 
tion of comity is determined by British 
policy in similar emergencies, No Goy- 
ernment in the world is so stubborn 
in the protection it affords to political of- 
fenders who have taken refuge within its 
jurisdiction, and it would be unbecoming in 
a Republic to be any less punctilious. The 
ordinary relations between the United States 
and Great Britain are complicated in this 
issue by the large Irish population in this 
country, and by the danger that any in- 
fringement upon the strictest construction of 
the extradition treaty would lead to in- 
creased presumption on the part of the Brit- 
ish Government and ultimate resentment at 
refusals on the part of the American Govern- 
ment which would now be recognized as 
just and proper. Any precedent that might 
be set now for surrendering Irisnmen in this 
country to the British Government on 
charges growing out of the intestine com- 
motion of lreland would be distorted by the 
British Government into a virtual surrender 
of American rights and dignity, and would 
be abused by subsequent demands which 
could not be tolerated with patience. 

Aside from the political bearmes of the 
case, it is exceedingly doubtful whether the 
English Government could make out any 
ease against Walsh and Sheridan upon 
which the United States Government would 
be justified in surrendering them for trial on 
the charge of Murder. Neither the Govern- 
ment of the United States nor the American 
people entertain the slightest sympathy with 
the methods of assasination and dynamite 
which a certain portion of the Irish Nation- 
alists favor as a means of the liberation of

THE NORWEGIAN CONFLICT. 

The conflict. between Oscar II., King of 
Sweden and Norway, and the Norwegian 
Storthing over the Ministerial question is a 
notable event in European politics, not alone 
because it involves an important constitu- 
tional question in the relations of Sweden 
and Norway, but also because it may prove 
the entering wedge that is destined to divide 
the countries and elevate Norway into a re- 
public, unjess in a civil war the latter should 
be overcome. 

The dissension between the Storthing and 
the King is not of very recent origin. To 
gain a clear idea of it it is necessary to go 
back some years, The present Constitution of 
Norway was framed in 1814 and accepted by 


knowledged by Norway. One of its clauses 
fixes a limitation upon the royal veto by pro- 
viding that when three successive Storthings 
have passed 2 bill it shall become a law, even 
without the royal sanction. Another clause 
of the Constitution, however, if so vaguely 
drawn that it is claimed to be in conflict with 
it, It provides that when it is deemed nee - 
essary to change the Constitution the amend- 
ment shall be proposed in the Storthing then 
assembled and decided by the next follow- 
ing, but it must not conflict with the prin- 
ciples of the fundamental law, and can only 
modify such particular regulations as alter 
the spirit of the Constitution. It further 
contains no allusion to the King’s veto 
power. It is out of the conflict of these two 
clauses that the present crisis has happened. 

In 1874 the Storthing passed a resolution 
compelling the State Counellors, corre- 
sponding to our Cabinet, to appear at its sit- 
tings, though the Constitution is silent upon 
the matter, The King vetoed it. In 1877 the 
Storthing passed the same resolution by a 
large majority, and the King again yetoed It. 
In 1880 the Storthing passed it by a still 
larger majority, and the Government was 
then notified that under the Constitution the 
resolution had become a law without the 
royal sanction. The King immediately de- 
clared that the resolution effected a constitu- 
tional changé, and that it could not go into 
operation as a law without his approval, and 
hence refused to promulgate it, Two par- 
tles were immediately formed upon this 16 
sue, the Government party claiming the right 
of an absolute veto for the King under the 
Constitution, the Opposition on the other 
hand claiming that the people have the right 
to reconstruct their Constitution, or even 
make a new one if they so desire, and that 
the King cannot exercise any right of veto 
which is not expressly granted him by the 
people. 

The elections of 1882 were held upon this 
issue and under the leadership of Bjdrnson. 
the orator and poet, the Opposition won a 
very brilliant victory, leaving the Govern- 
ment in a decided minority in the Storthing. 
The old struggle was revived with renewed 
fierceness, and the Opposition precipitated 
the crisis by taking measures to impeach the 
Ministry, first, because it refused to pro- 
muigate a law which had been passed by 
three successive Storthings; and, second, be- 
cause it had interfered with a committee on 
military affairs appointed by the Storthing. 
These measures were taken at the very 
commencement of the session, and now the 
news from.Christiania indicates that the Bu- 
preme Court will be called upon next week 
to proceed with their impeachment. Should 
the court decide it has power to impeach, 
and proceed to do sa, a conflict will at once 
be precipitated between the people and the 
Crown, for the latter will be likely to resort 
to retaliatory measures which the people 
in their present temper are not likely 
to bear with equanimity. In Norway 
the Government only has upon its 
side a few officeholders: and the 
more wealthy and aristocratic families 
in the larger cities, while the great mass of 
the peasantry and the workingmen, and even 
the well-to-do classes, are bitterly opposed to 
what they call the encroachments of the 
Crown on their constitutional liberty. The 
political drift of Norway for the last ten 
years has been repub'ican, and Björnson 
himself, the popular leader, is a strong re- 
publican, A Norwegian Republic is not an 
impossibility in the near future, though it 
probably cannot be effected without a severe 
struggle. That struggle apparently is so 
near at hand that the movements of the op- 
posing forces will be watched with great in- 
terest from now on. .

Suez CANAL stock has been declining on 
the Paris Bourse lately, The cause is the 
alleged movement among some English cap- 
italists to construct another canal to connect 
the Red Sea an@ the Mediterranean. This 
project is ascribed to a variety of motives. 
De Lesseps’ insolence at the time of the 
Egyptian war and the extortionate charges 
of the present canal are some of them. Then, 
too, the English Government is said to favor 
the construction of the new canal, since its 
proposed route through the heart of Egypt 
would be the logical premise to its perma- 
nent occupation of the country, The new 
canal would start from Alexandria, 
proceed in a southeasterly direction to 
the Nile, use that river to a point near Cairo, 
and so to the Gulf of Suez. This would be 
a longer line than that of the present canal, 
but it is asserted it would cust less, as it 
would use rivers and lakes to a great extent, 
and as it would be a British enterprise it 
would receive four-fifths of the traffic. 
British shipowners representing an isthmus 
traffic to the amount of 38,000,000 tons 
have agreed to codperate in the new enter- 
prise. The English did not have the finan- 
clal courage to undertake the first Suez 
Canal. It would be interesting to see them 
at this late day risk their money in building 
a second canal when the one now in opera- 
tion can accommodate many times the busi- 
ness it has to do. One point that renders 
this scheme a little chimerical is the fact that 
the British Government has a heavy inter- 
est in the Suez stock, It is more than likely 
that the whole affair is a plan of the English 


stock.

Rome, May 18.— The Pope in bis circular to 

the Irish Bishops says: Whatever Parnell’s 
object may be, bis followers bave often adopted 
a course openly against the rules of the Pope's 
letter to Cardinal McCabe, and the instructions 
sent to the Bishops which were accepted at their 
meeting in Dublin. While it ts lawful for the Irish 
to geek a redress for their erievances and strive 
for their rights, they should at the same time 
seek God’s justice, and remember the wicked- 
ness of illegal means iv furthering even a just 
cause. It is the duty of the clergy to curb the 
excited feelings of the people and urge jus- 
tice apd moderation. The

flame popular passions is condemyed. The 
clergy must hold aloof when it is plain that, by 
suck movements, hatred and dissension are 
aroused or distinguished persons insuited, and 
when crimes and murders go # uncen- 
sured, and when patriotism is measured 
by the amount subscribed, for the people are 
thereby intimidated.

ALLEGED ATTEMPT TO DESTROY A STEAMER. 

Lonpon, May 15.—-The Times says: “ Particu- 
lars ot an attempt to destroy a steamer piying 
between Liverpool and New York bas just Jeaked 
out at the former place. It appears that just 
before the vessel left Liverpool for New York 
on her last voyage, baving on board a 
number of emigrants, a mau gave the steward a 
box and requested bim asa favor to convey it 
to New York. The steward's suspicions were 
aroused, and he consulted the Captain, who 
ordered thai the box be opened. This 
was done in the presence of the Captain

An atmosphere of fearand suspicion covers 
the city, but the people can scarcely define 
their fears, and many petsons believe that the 
ceremonial, instead of being accompanied by 
disaster, may be the beginning of an era of 
better feeling and lessened agitation. Spacious 
standes and galleries bave been erected along 
the route, but it is almost impossible to secure 
eards of admission, and they can be had only on 
the strongest indursement and the production of 
the best credentials. Windows and rooms of the 
priueipal bulidings passed by the procession will 
be occupied only by guard officers, officials of 
tried integrity, and secret police agents. The 
way of the procession will be hedged on both 
sides with double rows of armed guards, and 
no spectator will at any time be allowed to 
change his place for any pugpose, The depots 
are garrisoned with military and police, and 
when the royal par advances it wiil be sur- 
rounded by a wäll of moving cavairymen and 
mounted oifivers. 

THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 
TREATING FRANCE WELL TO BER FACE. 
Beruin, May 15.—Minister Waddington took 

dinner with the Emperor yesterday, They con- 
versed for a long time. 

He also had a cordial interview with Prince 
Bismarck. 

Waddington has been treated with great dis- 
tinction during his stay here. 

THE QUESTION IN THE FRENCH SENATE. 

Paris, May l1.—In the Senate today there was 
an unusually large audience to hear the Duc de 
Broglie's igterpeilation on the triple alliance. 
Marsbal MacMabon, who generally attends 
when the Duc de Brogile speaks, was in a box. 
The Duke wanted to know whetner the Minis- 
try could give any information as to the diplo- 
matic understanding between Beriin, Rome, and 
Vienna which the organs of European publicity 
had spoken of for many weeks past. Could the 
assurance be given that in this there was noth- 
ing to threaten the interests of France por the 
action which she bad the right to exercise in 
European affairs? The matter bad been men- 
tioned in the Parliaments of Italy, Austro-Hun- 
gary, and Eugland, and be could not admit that 
beéause France was now a Republic spe bad not 
as much right as neighboring nations to express 
an opinion. For himself, be did not see that, 
since the war between Russia and Turkey ter- 
minated by @ treaty assented to by all the 
Powers, there was any thing to threaten the gen- 
eral peace. There must be, therefore, 
some other reason. A defensive alliance 
was divided by very nerrow bounds 
from an offensive one, Kroumirs might 
always be found. They were told the alliance 
was not directed against Franee; but had not 
M. Chaliemel-Lacour said that the Powers of 
Europe rejoiced at everything hurtful to 
France? 

M. Cbemel-Lacour. interrupting, said “ That 
is a free tranaiation.” 

The Duc de Brogiie then read the former's 
words, adding: “I quite believe that since you 
bave become Minister of Foreign Affaire you 
bave changed your opinion.” An English alli- 
ance was once talked of, but since the affair of 
Egypt that bad become impossible. France ap- 


peared to be utterly isolated, and it could not 
pow be said that it was because she bad a 
Clerical Government. He wanted to kaow if 
the Minister could give an assurance that there 
was no fear of fureign complications. 

Mr. Chaliemel-Lacour, in a concise and brill- 
lant speech, expressed his astonishment that 
the noble Duke, wit bis long official and dipio- 
matic experience, should have puta question on 
a matter involved in profound obscurity. It he 
had any special information himseif he would 
have dune well togive them the benefit of it. 
There was nothing new in the alleged under- 
standing. In u when the Duc de Broglie was 
Premier, King Victor Emmanuel paid visits to 
Vienna Berlin. Perhaps then 
Due de Broglie was too much pre- 
occupied with another royal visit which he 
was preparing, but which met with certain 
obstacies. France desired to live on good, terms 
with all ber neighbors, to be patient and show 
good-will without yielding avything incompati- 
bie with her dignity and legitimate interests. 
They bad nothing to conceal from Pariiament. 
The country thougbt right, reason, and good 
conduct a sufficient defense. At the same time 
it watched foreigu affairs witb a certain uveasi- 
ness, but it did not like sterile discussions, and 
telt that at certain moments sileuve alone was

Duo de Broglie replied that the Minister 
had said notbing to enlighten or reassure the 
country, and the matter dropped. 


ITALIAN HATRED. 


Rome, May 2.—The Rassegna, commenting on 
M. Challemel-Lacour’s reviy to the Duc de 
Brogiie’s question reapecting the triple alliance, 
says that the impression it produces is that of a 
man who shouts aloud to increase his courage. 
The true sense of the French people on this 
subject is revealed by the press, which indulges 
in the most envenomed attacks on Italy. The 
Hassen considers that the latter should not be 
noticed, and that the sole aim of the Italians 


should be to — out the policy of the triple 


accord witb dignity and firmness. 


PERU.

markets woud and wholesome Amer- 
ican products. The petitions say that, to 
prevent the importation of American d 
meat into Germany would be a great depriva- 
tion to the indigent laboring classes in the in- 
dustrial districts, who could not afford to pay 
anytbing like the prices that would necessarily 
be charged for the home production, and would 
ha ve to live and work on food into which meat 
would not eater, They (the petitioners) further 
claim that all the excitement about the Ameri- 
can meat cantaining triching is to be attributed 
chietiy to gross exaggerations without any 
foundation for proof, and that the German hag- 
meat ie just as liable to be diseased as the 
American.”

From examination we find that the blame in 
the matter rests not with the employés 
but with the general management of the road. 
The conductor and brakeman arrested and tried 
on the charge of criminal negiect of duty were 
discharged by the court, it appearme that they 
acted under instructions from a higher authbor- 
ity. We understand they are still retained 
iu the service of the company. We believe the 
working force employed on passenger-trains 
at that dangerous point to be insufficient to in- 
sure safety. Some of the grades on the sections 
of the road between Calient and Mojave are 
very abrupt and difficult, with many tunnels and 
short curves. There is reason to believe that in 
many places the legal limit of 116 feet to the mile 
ia greatiy exceeded, Ordinary trains require 
locomotives we'ghing ninety tons and upwards, 
and such enormous weights passing over the 
road must seriously affect the track by the 
undue strain and wear upeait. This portion of 
the road as compared with others of 
heavy grades and short curves is 
most dangerous, and is 80 regarded 
by railroad men. Weare told it is not safe to 
take an engine down the grade without u car at- 
tached for the purpose of breaking arrest- 
lug us progress. In view of gtartiing 
facts the grand jury is justified in the strongest 
censure of the management of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad in this matter” 

The public are entitied tosuch immediate 
changes as may effectuaily place beyond possi- 
bility the recurrence of such a calamity.

Derrort, Mich., May 15.—[Special.]—For some 

time past dissensions have existed in Grace 

Church congregation, presided over by the Rev.

RAILWAY NEWS. 


& of the Joint Executive Commit- 

tee of the Trank Lines at New York. 
New Yor. May 15.—(Special.]—There was a 
large representation of the pool roads at the 
meeting today of the Joiut Executive Commit- 
tee of the trunk lines and the W rail- 


Commercial Express Lines, particularly identi- 
ned with the Grand Trunk of Canada. L. J. 
Sargeant, Traffic Manager of the Grand Trunk, 
was present, and John Porteous, the General 
Freight Agent, is here, and probably will attend 
the future sessions. There had been grave doubts 
whether the Grand Trunk would be represented 
at the meeting. Two subjects were taken up. 
After a discussion of the measures necessary to 
secure a closer observance by the fast-freight 
lines of the rules for the maintenance of rates 
adopted by the rail s,. it was. decided 
to refer the matter for completion of 
details to nu committee. To it 
were added representatives of all the fast- 
freight lines. This committee is to report regu- 
lations which may be applied uniformly to all 
the lines. The representation, of the fast- 
freight lines in the Joint Executive Committee 
is an innovation which bas resulted from the 
inability of the Commissioner to secure the 
muluteuance of rates by legislation adopted by 
the railroads. Nearly all through business is 
@one by the freight lines, and whenever a road 
interested in any of these lines was 
accused of “outting” rates its defense 
bas been to charge the offense upon 
the fast-freight line. The responsibility 
of the latter has been difficult to fix because the 
lines rate over two or three independent 
roads t formathrough route. The other sub- 
ject considered was the revision of the percent- 
ages ot througt rates from the! West, which are 
all based upon an arbitrary standard tixed from 
York. Compiaint bas been 
percentages from the lake ports 
to the East were such as to discriminate against 
the interior roads. At the April meeting of the 
managers the percentages of the New 
York lines. were advanced from Detroit, 
Toledo, Fostoria, Sandusky, and Cleveland, 
and redu from Fort Wayne. The changes 
are not definitly accepted, and the matter was 
referred today to committees for further con- 
sideraugn. It is doubtful if it can be settled 
withou3 recourse to arbitrauon. 


The Eastern Capitalists Alarmed Over 
the UWafavorabic Reports from the 
Weat—The Iliinots Central Depot. 

Mr. Stuyvesant Pish, Second Vico-President 
of the Illinois Central Railroad, arrived bere 
yesterday from New York to dave a confer- 
ence with President Ackerman regarding va- 
rious matters concerning the management of 
the road. Mr. Fish’stated to a TRIBUNE repre- 
sentative’ that the Eastern capitalists were | 
greatly alarmed over the reports of stagnation 
in business at Chicago in the West, and he 
managed to find that @atters were not as bad 
as represented. Mr. Fish thought railroad con- 
struction bad been overdone during the last two 
years, and there were now more lines than there 
was business for. He did not think that rall- 
road, coustruction this summer would be 
heav?, as Eastern capitalists were afraid 
to invest their money in new roads 
It the crops turned out ail rigbt be had uo doubt 
that the railroads would continue to do well ia 
spite of the increased number of lines; but 
should there be a failure, or even a partial fail- 
ure, of crops some of the roads would no doubt 
find it bard work to make both euds meet. 

In regard tothe construction of a new depot 
on the Lake-Front, Mr. Fish said it was not the 
fauit of the Lilinois Central that nothmg had yet 
been done towards the building of a new depot. 
The lilinvis Central bad made all possibie con- 
cessions to the Michigun Central, which owns 
haif of the site on which the preseat depot is lo- 
cated. but that road refused to accede to any 
reasonable agreement. He ho that some 
understanding between the Lilinois Central and 
the other road regarding tbis matter would soon 
be reached, as his line felt severely the pant of 
adequate depot accommodations, and he thought 
the Michigan Central was suffering still more on 
this account. 


Rall Shipments Eastward from Chica- 
go for April, 1883. 

Chicago through rail shipments eastward, says 
the Railroad Gazette, for the last eight days of 
April were 41,46 tous, which is at the rate of 35,- 
525 per week. Ot the shipments for the eight 
days 44.9 per cent went by the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk, 23.5 by the Michigan Central, 14.3 by the 
Lake Shore, 31.3 by the Fort Wayne, 10.8 by the 
Chicago, St. Louis & Pittsburg, and 5.2 by the 
Baltimore & Ohio. The two Vanderbilt roads 
thus carried 37.8 per cent of the whole instead of 
45.5; and two Pennsylvania roads carried 
42.1, instead of 36.5. The Grand Trunk was over 
— as much as the Baltimore & Ohio was 
short. 

The shipments this year were a fifth larger 
than last year and a sixth larwer than in 1880, but 
were 40 per cent less than in 1881. Navigation 
was open about baif the week this year, and the 
whole of it in 1880 and 1882, but none of it in 1881. 

Thus, after an uninterrupted decline from the 
first week ot March (when the shipments were 
72.061 tons) till the third week of April, we have 
in this last week of April, just as navigation 
opens, a slight increase. 

For the mouth of April the total through Chi- 
cago shipments for four successive years have

This year, therefore, the shipments were 8,641 
tons (6.2 per cent) more than last year, but much 
less than in the other three Aprils—not half as 
great as in 1879, and but little more than half as 
greatasin 1881. The rates averaged a little 
more than in 1882, Dut were less than in 1880 and 
1881, and the earnings from the traffic were 

robabiy smaller than in any other year except 
ast year.

At the end of March the shipments had been 
larger this year than in any previous, but the 
smail April shipments have brought the ship- 
ments of the four months 4% per cent below 
those of 1881 and 3.4 per cent below those of 1879. 
Rates were irregular and very low in 1879; high- 
est and best maintained in 1880; bigber than this 
year and a little irregular in 1881; very low for 
two months and lover than this year the other 
two mouths last year. If the shipments had all 
gone through to New York the earnings from 
them for the four moaths would have been 
about as follows:

Brutalities Practiosd by the Police the 
Provoking Cause The Way Pulls 
Are Made. 


The OpiumSmoking: Percentage—Christianlty Work- 
ing Slowly but Sarely—Celestials Net 
Drunkards. 


The Government at Pekin bas decided to es- 
tablish a consulate at Chicago for the protection 
of subjects of the Celestial Empire now coorre- 
gated here. The consulate at this place, it is 
understood, will be of relative size and impor- 
tance as compared with that at Sau Francisco, 
comprising a double and polyglot membership 
asin thatcity. The papers are pearly made out 
for the official establishment, anc Mr. W. O. 
Robinson, au attorney who has appeared for 
some years in local courts for the Chinese, will, 
it is known, become the American member of 
the consuiate, and the Celestial who it is deter- 
mined has the most power with his people bere 
will be the Chinese member. 

The interests of the Obinese of the Northwest 
are centered in the City of Chicago, and, in fact, 
tnis city is the great stronghold of their Amer- 
joan existence between San Francisco on the 
West and the City of New York on the East. In 
no other city on the Continent have more un- 
warrantabie persecutions been directed toward 
the Chinese than by the local municipal author- 
ities, and nowhere has it been tess possible 
to offer international interference. The Gov- 
ernment at Pekin bas had its attention time and 
again directed to acts of the local police which 
at times bave partaken of the character of 
flagrant outrage that no American citizen 
would tolerate for an instant, and which, if ſu- 
flicted on a citizen of any other civilized nation,. 
would have cost this country a series interna- 
tonal difficulties. 

DISCRIMINATIONS. 
Among the 700 Celestials of the city there. are 
but few murderers, hardly à thief, and not a 
single drunkard or vagrant. In spite of the well- 
known industry of the race, the patient. paius- 


tak efforts to master our language, customs, 
and laws, their economy and cleanliness as 
com with the dregs of Europe that swarm 
and infest our byways, the Chinese on mere pre- 


‘tense have been dragged out of their abodes, 


while right in the next door crime, drunken- 
ness, obscene variety shows, and lasciviousness 
ran rampant and undisturbed in open vio- 
lation of the laws. The arrests have 
often been made and fines imposed in face of 
protests and intercessions of many Christian 
churches and people who knew tnem to be out- 
rugeous and unjust, and wbo have spent mush 
time and money to civilize the Ocetestial 2 to 
see him unjustiy dealt witheby bullies in blue 
coats, who neither understand the ways of the 
peculiar people nor cared to distinguish the in- 
nocent from the guilty. In view of these tacts 
a Consulate is indeed demanded which spall af- 
ford some kind of protection. Whether it is 
better tor this Government to favite immigrants 
to this country w though paupers, become 
voters, rather than Orientals who shall do bou- 
est work for a vir. is not a matter 
for present consideration. But it is per- 
tinent to say thal, so far as icago 
is concerned, the individual who runs 
an bonest laundry shall be as free from perse- 
as. one who rates a saloon, or & 
whisky-sbop, or a nefarious gambling den. 
RAIDING OPIUM DENS. 
The police of iate are engaged in the doubtful 
operation of raiding opium dens. The ostensi- 
is commendabie, Opium dens ought 
to be abolished. The visible results, however, 
are bad. In the same so-called den is otten a 
——— of the apartment devoted to the sale of 
inese merchan tise, a portion to laundry pur- 
poses, another to congenlal meeting, and con- 
versation, and innocent amusement, and still 
another part to smoking opium. Sometimes in 
these varieties of occupation there are fifty 
— cagagee. The police see the crowd, a 
alf-dogen smoking, make their raid, and 
pull every Celestial in tne shop. Now 
it is evident to every fair-minded 
person that understands the beatben idea, that 
there are three or four sets of individuals as 
entirely removed from each other in occupation 
as if they were miles apart, and that re is 
neither u nor defense for the comwittal 
of others than those engaged in sinoking. 
paradox appears when several pulls of late are 
considered, one of which occu in a cellar 
several stories bh a gambiing den of 
* Melicans”’ in full blast; another from under 
a variety-show of the most shameless stripe, and 
another from near a noisy, drunken, aud up- 
roarious concert-saioon. 
the Chinese should be left aloue for engaging in 
so noiseless an Occupation as opium smoking, or 
the Melican deus of carousal and sin should be 
pulled as weil. 
Mr. W. O. Robinson, the prospective Chinese 
Consul, was interviewed.

Perhaps 10 per cent of the Chinese 
bere use it to excess, while the bulk of the 
Celestials detest it, and m will not associate 
with those who use it. factions are as 
strongly averse to each other as the temperance 
and intemperate Americans.“ ¢

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WALSH'S FATE. 


A Net Sentence of Eighteen Years and 
Nine Months tor an Agaravated Case 
of Witfe- Murder. 

Thomas Walsh, the wife-wurderer, received 
his sentence yesterday moraotng. Those saloon- 
keepers turned up. and their testimony heiped 
aim considerably, as they corroborated bis state- 
ment about the drinking babits of bis wife. 

TESTIMONY OF THE SALOONKEEPERS. 

H. J. Aredson testified that Mr. Walsh bad 
been in bis saloon and bought bottles of whisky, 
but never drank the stuff there. taking it home, 
Timothy Ryan swore that Waish told him not to 

ive bis wife liquor witb or without money. She, 

owever, was never in bis saloon. D. Kiawns 
testifica that Mrs. Walen was a frequent visitor 
at his place; that ne had sold ber whisky and 
seen ber intoxicated. 

Mr. Donoghue, Walsh's attorney, said a tew 
words, urging t circumstances did not 
show a doliberate, willful murder, and ask 
that bis client be given such a sentence as wou! 
not leave him witbout bope, or break the bearts 
of bis relatives aad friends. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Ingham followed, 
sa that the defendant bad —— — 
and the murder was one of most brutal 
in the history of the county. Walsh must have 
been actuated by the most malignant ion. 
When Waish became intoxicated ne did it of his 
own volition, and in the eye of reason he was 
bound by the consequences of bis action. 

THE JUDGR’S SENTENCE. 

Said Judge Barnum in passing sentence: 

“You have been convicted, upon your own 
plea ot guilty, of one of the most atrocious mur- 
ders ever committed in the County of Cook. No 
living witness bas appeared before the court 
but yourself, In obedieace to the dictates of 
law, ronsou, and humanity the court excluded 
trom the witness-stand your little girl, the off- 
spring of this unfortunate marriage, who was 
but 6 years of «ge. The testimony proves to my 
satisfaction that prior to the murder you had 
borne, perhaps deservedly, the reputauon in 
this community of a peaveabie, quiet, orderly, 
and industrious wan, en in bonorabie 
avocations, and making a livelihood for yourseif 
and family. 

After reviewing the evidence at considefable 
lengta. the court continued: 

“ While it is my duty, and bas been my hope, 


to find in the circumstances something that was 


extenuating, I bave seidom seen a case so di- 
vested of really extenuatwg circumstances as 
this appears to be. It is not proved to my satis- 
faction that you drank or were in liquor that 
day or that your wife drank liquor. The excuse 
you gave to the officers the day after the com- 
mission of the crime for beating der (that she 
was drunk) is in itself unreasonable and to me 
incredible under the circumstances, and upon 
your own showing. If jy ourself 
drank with at 4 o’ clock in 
the afternoon it is utterly Meredible that 
ia the evening you should take her to task and 
chastise ber tur the habit of drinking, either in 
our company or out ot it. Not a witness has 
u produced here to testify to the sale to you, 
ou that day or the day previous, of one drop of 
intoxicating liquor, and all the circumstances in 
evidenge point to the contrary. The reverse of 
the picture presented fur alleviation appears the 
more probabie from the fact that it is proven 
that you are a man of unguvernabie temper and 
impulses; that the effect of drink was to infuri- 
ate you—and it is my judgment that this vilest 
of liquors which you had n fudulgms in for a 
long time produced such a chronic state of 
the brain and nerves and inflammation of the 
stomach that anything that crossed your tem- 
or your disposition was liable to set this in- 
flamed organ and network of brain and nerves 
into a convuision of demoniac fury. To char- 
acterize your conduct toward your poor dead 
wife as brutal would be a Übel on the brute 
creation. 
A SAVAGE INSTINCT, EXCITED BY LIQUOR. 
„But there are some things in this case that 
discriminate it from one of cold-bidoded mur- 
der. In my Opinion it. was not such, not being 
prompted by jealousy or love of gain, It did 
not result from a deliberate and premeditated 
plot. long laid, carefully concealed and carried 
out, but was the result of a savage 
instinct, tendish in its opera tion and in its man- 
testa tions, vet the impulse of the hour. It is 
undoubted!y true that you bad beaten this r 
woman time and time again, and were heediess 
of the cries for mercy by your wife and littie 
girl. This murder was occasioned by the in- 
tensity of your ungovernable rage which broke 
out at some expression of your wife which you 
na ve not even deigned to repeat to us, and arising 
upon the .torowing of a glass of water in her 
face. I do not believe the story that you killed 
her with a strap. The buckle found between 
the mattresses showed to what use it bad been 
put. And it wouid appear from the testimony of 
Dr. Blutbardt that you used your bvot-beels 
upon your poor, helpless wife. I believe that 
you were more or less wild and unaware of the

CONFEDERATE BONDS-—CONTRACT TO DE-

ages for the failure to deliver $200,000 of Con- 
federate bonds wbi

$4 a thousand. The defeudant pleaded that the 
covtract was an illegal transaction, being based 
ou a sale of Confederate bonds, which by the 
Federai Constitution were declared void. The 
piaintif? demurred to this defense, and insisted

said: If the defendant bad delivered these void 
and illegal obligations and taken a note for the 
price that note would be invalid, because the

It then the sale and delivery 
of Obligations in question could not support 
a promise to pay them, it follows that tne fail- 
ure to delfver according to promise cannot 
any implied promise such as would support a 
suit for damages on account of such failure. 


REMOVAL OF POST-OF FICE-—LEASE—INJUNC- 
TION. 


A bill in equity was filed for an injunction to 
restrain the Postmaster at Nebraska City, Neb., 
from removing the office from a building which 
hed been leased for four years asa 4 opine 
by a former Postmaster-Generai, The 


Ledge vs. Schminke, in the United 
states Circuit Court, District of Nebraska) 
Judge McCrary refused the iojunction, and in 
the opinion said: The relief sought cannot be 
granted for several reasons: 1. 5 yndent 
is asaubordinate officer of the Post-Ollice De- 
— and bound to obey the orders of the 

ostmaster-General. 2. Post master-Gen- 
eral is not made a party, and cannot therefore 
be enjoined in this proceeding, even if it were 
within the power of the court to control his 
action in locating and removing post-olfices. 3. 
The power to remove the post-office at Nebraska 
City from one piace within the city to another is 
vested by law in the Postmaster-General, and 
can be exercised by bim at bis diseretion. 4. If

FIRE-INSURANCE —- INSURABLE INTERSST— 
JUDGMENT CREDITOR. 

., who was a judgment creditor of I.. 
Brothers, insured. a warehouse of bis debtors, 
worth $1,300, in his own name, for $900, to cover 
bis debt. The nature of his interest was known 
to the company when the policy was issucd, bat 
when there was a loss it refused to pay the in- 
surance on the ground that the policy was a 
wager policy, there being no insurable interest 
in the creditor. In the action for the insurance, 

ve. Home Mutual Insurance Company, in 

the United States Circuit Court, Distrigt of Ore- 
1 Judes Doady. in deciding the case, said: 
. The person insured must have an interest in 

the property insured or he can suffer no loss by 
its destruction; but a judgment creditor when 
by statute, as in this State, bis judgment is a 
lien on the real at age of bis debtor, 
has an insurable interest in the buildings there- 
on to the extent of bis judgment, the land with 


But as be cannot enforce his lien if be can find 
sufficient personal property to satisfy the judg- 
ment, he must show by his complaint for the in- 
surance money that there is not sufficient per- 
sonal property to satisfy bie debt, and that he 
must resort to the real estate for ite payment, 
or he does not state enough to justify a recov- 
ery against the insurance company. 


SALE~OF MINING SHARES-—SPECIFIC PER 
FORMANCE. 

Shares in a mining company were bought 
from H. by F., and on the refusal to deliver 
them suit was brought to compel perform- 
ance of the contract. There bad been no sales 
of stock and it bad not been put on the lists of 
any of the stock exchanges. In this case, Frue 
vs. Houghton, the Supreme Court of Colorado, 
in affirming the decree in favor of the plaintiff, 
through Jtdge Beck, said: The authorities 
agree that specific performance of a contract 
may be enforced of contracts for the delivery of 
personal property as well as for the conveyance 
of real estate. And, as specific performance 
will always be decreed of a contract whose com- 
pensation cannot be had at law by damage, a 
court of equity will compel the delivery of the 
shares o“ a corporation Which have been sold if 
there is no way to determine the market value 
of the stock. 


CONVERSION OF OVERDUE COUPONS— 
PLEDGEE OR PURCHASER. 

Detached coupons of Louisiana State bonds, 
which were unconditional obligations to pay the 
bearer the amount thereon at certain dates, 
were intrusted to B. & Co. by S. for collection. 
They could not be coliected, and some time 
after their maturity B. & Co. used them as coi- 
lateral security for a loan of $5,000 got from a 
bank. The owner learning of this appropriation 
of his property, sued the bank and recovered 
the coupons. In this case—Stern vs. Germania 
National Bank—the Supreme Court of Louisiana 
affirmed the judgment on appeal. Judge Fenner 
in the opinion said: The authorities are quite 
unanimous and entirely convincing that the 
purchaser or pledgee of n dle investments 
after maturity, whose rights are derived from 
one who is not the owner and is not authorized 
to sell or pledge them, acquires no title or rut 
thereto or the: eupou, as against the true owner. 
It is claimed that this rule does not apply to 
public securities, but we have decided in a 
recent case that detached voupons are inde- 
pendent obligations maturing like other obliga- 
Uons, and we assimilated them to promissory 
notes. And it is argued that the matured paper 
must be protested to demand the application of 
the principle; but as we have also ided, not 
loug sipvce, a negotiable instrument unpaid at 
— — Wied shows upon its face that it was dis- 

onored. 


PROMISSORY NOTE--OCONDITIONAL 
STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS. 


S. sold a horse to M. and took the following note 
from him on the sale: “$85. Rutland, April 5, 
horse, for which | promise to pay T. 8. Sloan. or 
order, eighty-tive dollars one month from date, 
at the Leicester House, said horse to be and re- 
main the entire and absolute property of the 
said Sioan until paid for by me. Daniel McCar- 
ty. Wiimess: George. Needham.“ In a suit on 
the note, Sioan vs. McCarty, defendant pleaded 
the statute of limitations, and the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts sustained the defense. 
Judge Field, in bis opinion, said: This contract 
is not a promissory note within the meaning of 
our statute, on which, if signed in the presence 
of an attesting witness, an action could be 
brovght in tweaty years. This contract de- 
scribes the conditional sale of a horse: it con- 
templated that the payment of the money by 
the defendant and the transfer of the title to 
the borse from the piainti@® should be simui- 
taneous acts, and if the horse shouia die within 
the month without defendant's fault the piaint- 
iff would be disabled from transferring the titie, 
and thea he could not maintain an acuon on the 
contract for the purchase price. 


PARTNERSHIP—INTERBST IN ASSETS—SET- 
TLEMENT. 

A partnership was dissolved and the amounts 
between the partners settled. The books 
showed a balance due one of the firm of $999.52.

An Important Supreme Court Decision 
Bearing on Probate Court Jurisdic- 
tion. 

Judge Knickerbocker yesterday received a 
certified copy of the recent Supreme Court de- 
cision on the jurisdicuion of the Probate Court 
to order the sale of the real estate of minors. 
It is Ode of the most important decisions ren- 
dered since the former decision regarding the 
validity of the Probate Court. ‘The case was on 
a writ of error from the Supreme Court to the 
Probate Court 2 reverse an order of sale made 
by the Probate Court June 20, 1, of certain 
realestate belonging to Francis L. Winoh, a 
minor, and the court beid as follows: “That at 
the time of the establishment of the Probate 
Court there was a statute in existence re- 
lating to the jurisdiction of the County 
Court, defining what were probate matters, to 
the extent of saying taat proceedings byguard- 
ee Se the sale of real estate our 2 
side as a probate matter, and, in view of that 
law declaring that a guardian's sale of real es- 
tate Wasa probate matter, the General Assem- 
bly established the Probate Court, giving it the 
power to order sold at guardian’s sale che real 
estate of minors.” Fohowwr this, the court 
discussed the provisions of the Constitution and 
tne statute estabiisbing the Probate Court, and 
concluded: “There is, then, nothing man-

A Vessel Must Be Taxed Where She Is 
Registered or Enrolled. 

Judge Moran yesterday morning decided the 
case of Ann Halsted against the City of Chicago 
to restrain the collection of personal-property 
taxes on two lake vessels owned by her. She 
claimed she lived in the Town of North Chicago, 
and her vessel property should have been taxed 
there. The South Town Assessor, however, had 
assessed the vessels where they were registered 
—at the Custom- House —and she claims this was 
illegal, and she only ought to what bas been 
assessed against berin the North Town. The 

it was argued that the ves- 
were not permanently 
in the Town of South Chicago, and, as the 
residence of the owner was in the North Town, 
the vessels could only be taxed in that town. 
The Judge could not give that constructon to 
the statute. Sec. 7 provided that personal prop- 
erty, with certain exceptions, shouid be assessed 
in the county, village, town, etc., where the 
owner resided. Sec. vided that personal 
property of banks, brokers, merchants, man- 
ufacturers, etc., should be listed assessed in 
the county, town district, etc., ere the busi- 
ness was carried on. All persons having sail- 
ing vessels, steamboats, barges, etc., were ro- 
quired to list them in the county, town, village, 
or district in whica the same might belong, or 
be enrolled, or licensed, or kept. If there was 
any difficulty in the law it was with the Leis- 
lature which made it. The vessel must be taxed in 
the distriet where she was enrolled, and if she was 
not enrolled, or registered. or licensed, then in 
the district where she was kept. Taking Secs. 
7 and 18 together, that was the intention of the 
Legisiature. The only question then was as to 
whether the County Board bad a 
The statute provided that the place of listing 
should be determined by the County Board, and 
when fixed should be as binding as when fixed 
by the statute. The County Board passed a res- 
olution that vessels should be assessed in the 
place where the owner resided. It was not the 
intention of isiature to give the County 
Board legisiative authority. The meaning of 
the section was that when there were different 
rights as to a specific — A of property the 
County Board could judicially determine where 
that particular thing t be „ an 
they were not authorized to legisiate as to a 
ciass of property. The resolution of the County 
Board was in direct conflict with the stacute, 
and was invalid. The motion for injunction 
would, therefore, be overruled and the bill dis- 
missed, if the counsel desired ft. : 

County- Attorney Bliss said de did not know 
but that be might want to answer the bill, and 
was given time to look over the bill and make 
up his mind. 


A Quarrel Among Half a Dozen Re- 
nevolent Societies,

the Woman's Board of Missions for the Inte- 
rior and others. A bill to ascertain to whom 
certain legacies should be paid.

Chureb. Sue died in 1877, and the executors, 
having difficuity in deciding to whom the lega- 
cies should be paid, there being a number 
of contestants, filed a bill against the leratees 
to have the court decide who were the per 
parties to take the bequests. The Woman’s 
Presbyterian Board of Missions for the North- 
west viaimed the bequest to the Woman's Board 
of Missions for the Interior; the American 
Missionary Association claimed the bequest to 
the Northwestern Freedman's Aid Society, and 
the Board of Education of the Presbyterian 
Church of the United States claimed the be- 
quest to the Society for the Education of Young 
Mea for the Christian Ministry in the New 
Scbool Presbyterian Church. At the time the 
will was made the home Missionary Society and 
the Woman's B oard of Missions for the Iuterior 
were unincorporated, but afterward became in- 
corporated vefore the death of the 
testutrix. The Judge held, after a very 
elaborate review of the evidence and the author- 
ities, that the fact that the two last-named sol- 
eties became incorporated before the death of 
Mrs. Adams obviated tne objections urged 
against them thut they could not take under the 
will, and chey thus became able to receive the 
bequests. In regard to the Freedman's Aid So- 
ciety, it was unincorporated when the will was 
made and became extinct betore the death of 
the testator, so that it could not take anything. 
The claimant also was Unable to take che money, 
for a similar reason, and because the bequest 
was not impressed with the character of an ex- 
press trust,

COMMERCIAL. 


The closing produce markets were slow yester- 
day, and grain averaged easier, while provisions 
were uncertain, but did not fluctuate badly. A 
little warmer weather, with the prospect of high- 
er temperature and rain helped to depress 
the cereals, and ou orders were few in num- 
ber, with not much | pressure either way. 

Provisions were d and averaged easier. 
Pork declined 10@ and closed 50 below the 
latest prices of M „ at $19.92% for June 
and $20.12% for July. Lard closed 24@5c hign- 
er, at $11.9 for June and $12.65 for July. Snort 
ribs closed 24%c lower, at $10.42% for June and 
$10.77% for July. There waa littie change 
in the tone of foreign advices, . but 
the local hog market was easier, and the 
receipts of hogs at other points were generally 
larger, while those at Chicago were a good full 
average. This tended to weaken product. The 
effect was seen in an observance of outside orders 
and a duliness at home which looked like weak- 
ness, but that one man bought rather freely, 
baving sold at higher prices a day or two pre- 
viously. His buying was cheerfully met by 
holders, and after it was over very little was 
done. There was little apparent demand for 
shipmeat, the outward movement of pork and 
lard being mostiy dependent on private sale. 
On the afternoon call short ribs were a 24%c 
lower, and pork and lard a shade easter. 

Flour was quiet for present delivery, and firm. 
A few low grades were taxen for export, while 
the local trade wasdull. The leading transac- 
tion was the sale of 3,000 bris choice winter to 
arrive in June at $6.10. The coarse milistuffs 
were dull and steady. 

Wheat was tame and easier, closing oa nge 
Ae below the latest prices of Monday, at $1.13% 
for June and $115% for July. The British 
cables (public) noted firmness, but private ad- 
vices told of better weather in Western Europe, 
with improved crop prospects, our receipts 
were larger, and the stock in store here seemed 
to have increased some during, last week. in 
addition to this, the weather was warmer in the 
country, with some signe of clearing skies here. 
The neys was not ¢avorable to the receipt of 
buy orders, except from Milwaukee, where a 
coterie is understood to have been on 
the buying side for two or three weeks 
past. They took moderate quantities yester- 
day, while the local crowd sold under the idea 
that the Chicago clique has got out of its hold - 
Ings except for the more deferred futures. It 
was supposed by some that our receipts will 
show an increase from about this time, as the 
farmers have an opportunity te market their re- 
maining surpius between this and the time of 
preparing for barvest. The increased offerings 
of car-lots sola e lower. There was a good 
deal of changing over from June to July, and 
apparentiy more disposition on the part ot 
couutry operators to sell the long futures. 
September ranged about the same as August, 
and the year was e below May. On the after- 
noon call the market was steady. 

Corn was tame and easier, closing ne be- 
low the latest prices of Monday, at 5680 for 
June and 58\c bid for July.

The crowd expected 
higher prices to rule, and bid up a little at the 
outset, but soon found that the position was not 
sustained from outside, though our receipts were 
light and the stock here was considerably re- 
duced during last week. Liverpool reported a 
decline of 4d per cental, while London quoted 
cargoes to arrive as 3d per quarter higher. But

ment of business and agents’ commissions. At 
the next meeting it was repurted that four cer- 
tain companies bed made their season contracts 
at 35 cents on each $100. This was not ap — 
of dy tne majority of the agent, 2 t 
that rates should be fixed at 50 centg.

The Tug Lorena Run Down and Badly

About noon yesterday a woman entered the 
office of the Union Tug Line sobbing as if ber 
heart would break, and asked for a tug to goin 
search of ber husband, who was shipwrecked 
on tbe Fullerton avenue conduit.

The life-boat was then 
turned loose and the crew pulled dowa to the 
conduit, but found no one there, the men hav- 
ing pulled ashore. The Lorena was towed back 
to her dock, andon examination was found to 
be y damaged. Her stanchions, timbers, 
planksuſre, and oeillm were stove in, and her 
surface-biower broken. It is estimated that it 
will cost fully $700 to repair her. The Lorena 
is a new boat, having been completed only about 
a month, and is owned by Cant. Job Hickman.
